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FIRST PRESIDENT OF C.L.A. PASSED AWAY 
MARCH 21st 


lollowing an illness of some seven weeks Rev. Wil- 
liam M. Stinson, S.J., librarian of Boston College, 
die’ Thursday, March 21. While giving a retreat to 
novitiates in a nearby convent Father Stinson suffered 
a stroke on Monday, January 28. He was brought 
home to the College Infirmary, and for several days 
his life was despaired of. However, the prayers of 
his many friends doubtlessly were responsible for a 
rapid convalescence which even amazed his physician. 
A few days before he was to be permitted to again 
celebrate Mass Father Stinson died the victim of 
cardiac pneumonia. 

Father Stinson was born in Charlestown, Mass., 
August 20, 1876. He graduated from Boston College 
High School, and after a year’s study at Boston Col- 
lege, he entered the Society of Jesus, August 14, 1894. 
After the completion of his philosophy course at 
Woodstock College, he taught the classics at Loyola 
College, Baltimore, from 1902 to 1907. He was or- 
dained to the priesthood by Cardinal Gibbons, June, 
1910. From 1911 to 1913 he was a member of the 
faculty of St. Joseph’s College, Philadelphia. He then 
spent his teritian year at Tullamore College, Ireland. 


After filling the office of dean of St. Joseph's 
for five years, Father Stinson enlisted as a chap- 
lain in the World War. He served nine months 


in France with the 3d Army Corps Artillery. At the 
last phase of the Argonne his entire unit was cited 
for bravery. For two years after his honorable dis- 
charge from the service, he was dean of Loyola Col- 
lege. He came to Boston College in 1920. In 1924 
he was appointed librarian. Anticipating the erection 
of the beautiful library of which he was so proud, 
Father Stinson inspected all of the large libraries in 
the country in order to obtain first-hand knowledge 
of modern library economy. By special permission 
he also devoted weeks of intensive study and investi- 
gation at the Library of Congress. 

Father Stinson was president of the C. L. A. 1931- 
1934. He was also a member of the A. L. A., Special 
Libraries Association, New England College Libra- 
rians’ Association, etc. For a number of years he 
was a member of the Examining Board of the Boston 
Public Library. 

Following the chanting of the Office of the Dead 
and a low Requiem Mass on Saturday, March 23, the 
body of Father Stinson was brought to Holy Cross 
College, where simple commitment services were held.

In the death of Father Stinson the Catholic Library 
Association has lost an enthusiast who held close at 
heart the interests of the association. He has been 
called the founder of the C. L. A. At least there must 
be credited to him the idea of forming an organization 
of Catholic librarians independent of the N. C. E. A. 
under which the Library Section functioned. In the 
Spring of 1931 Father Stinson invited librarians of all 
large Catholic educational institutions in New Eng- 
land to his office. A surprisingly large number of 
representative librarians appeared to discuss a con- 
stitution and other means whereby Catholic libra- 
rians could group themselves into an independent and 
self-supporting association. Armed with the ideas 
and suggestions of this meeting he went to Philadel- 
phia the following June, and with the ardent assis- 
tance of librarians from other sections he was instru- 
mental in bringing the C. L. A. into being. That 
Father Stinson should be the first president of the 
newly-formed organization was but recognition of the 
preliminary work which he had done. He did not 
seek the office, but rather tendered it to others whom 
he thought more capable than he. A few weeks later 
there began a siege of work and worry brought on by 
unexpected difficulties in the management of the 
young C. P. J. Countless hours were devoted to the 
solution of this problem. Innumerable communica- 
tions, special trips to New York, long distance phone 
calls, were links in a chain of activity which claimed 
his attention for almost two years. He carried on 
with a smile, ever looking after the welfare of the 
new-born association. His term of office was one of 
constant work and worry. I know only too well the 
demands made upon him. I know, too, the energy 
and unselfish devotion with which he applied himself 
to his task. The C. L. A. is indebted to him, for the 
story of his troublous years has never been told. 

Father Stinson was the most lovable character I 
have ever met. His genial disposition made a lasting 
impression on all with whom he came in contact. 
There were rooted in his generous heart a kindly man- 
ner and an affability which were constant. His career 
was a living example of love for his fellowman. He 
was a devout priest, a thorough librarian, a true friend. 
My association with him has been the happiest period 


of my life. There never was a difference between us, 
though our friendship goes back almost a decade. | 
always considered it a blessing from God to be so 
closely associated with such a sterling character. In the 
death of Father Stinson I lost my best friend. There 
has been a pronounced void in the Boston College 
Library since he was laid to rest. His personality was 
a part of the building. But now I pray to him, and 
I ask him to guide me in my efforts to carry on the 
good work which he was doing. The C. L. A. has an 
intercessor in Heaven. I am sure that if in our dif- 
ficulties we look to him for help, it will not be denied, 
His love for the C. L. A. and its development was so 
intense that he will not miss an opportunity to inter- 
cede for the blessings which we may need to carry on 
our work.

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PROBLEMS OF THE C.P.1.

\1l. Technical Problems: There are matters of a 
technical nature that should occupy the attention of 
librarians, so that the /ndex may be brought to per- 
fection. Many years ago, before the C.P./. came into 
existence, one of the problems now confronting us in 
regard to the /ndex was also a matter of concern for 
the cataloguer in every Catholic library. Hence the 
problem of subject headings was made part of the 
program of activities to occupy the attention and study 
of librarians until completed. It was felt that a sys- 
tem of Catholic nomenclature should be adopted in 
conformity with the customary modes of expression 
applied by the Church, the Catholic theologians, and 
other writers in the sacred sciences. It is true that 
outside the field of religion a fairly comprehensive list 
of subject headings is provided by the A.L. and the 
L.C. compilation. 

Now what has been done to solve this problem ? 
Many spasmodic efforts have been made. Committees 
have been assigned to this labor in the past but have 
failed to function because so many did not compre- 
hend the real purpose of the undertaking. It required 
the actual functioning of the C.P./. to reveal the end- 


less number of questions that come before the indexer 


in the course of a day, a week, a month and a year. In 
fact, the problems that challenge the resourcefulness 
of the workers are so intricate that a select committee 
made up of persons who know the cataloguers’ and the 
indexers’ field should be put to work. This committee 
in pursuit of its goal will perform a double service by 
providing subject headings which have been analyzed 
with the exploring minds of experts much as a chemist 
finds the ingredients in the crucible in his laboratory 
after much manipulation and experimentation. This 
whole thing is cleverly stated by the editor-in-chief 
where she stresses the difficulties of the indexer. She 
writes to the Chairman of the Board: “I have known 
all along that too many pontifical decisions were made 
by myself, but emergencies have kept on demanding 
them; sometimes over night. Even a pope should not 
be asked for too many decisions in such a hurry.” 
We can arrive at uniformity and correctness only by 
careful study conducted by trained librarians in co- 
operation with persons who know the sacred sciences 
and who employ the language commonly used by Cath- 
olics in general, when there are references to religion. 
These are the most practical subject headings for use 
in any catalogue and index. There are terms, however, 
which are not so common and which have a restricted 
meaning. Every one of the sacred sciences yields a 
supply of subject headings that are of great value to

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students and scholars in our seminaries where the cata- 
logue and the C.P./. require a scientific development as 
professional as the treatment of the subject matter of 
the chapters in a book of dogmatic or moral theology. 
The same problems present themselves in liturgy, 
canon law, patrology, scripture, church history and 
the rest. To the layman and the laywoman, the lan- 
guage must be simplified, made intelligible and prac- 
tical as in the fields of profane knowledge. Only those 
who have had to struggle with the hydra-headed prob- 
lem are in a position to meet the puzzling situations 
and deal with them effectively. What a service can 
be rendered by this experience! Hence it is the con- 
viction of the chairman that this practical training 
would be put to the test for the permanent benefit of 
all who are engaged in library work. To the indexers 
who are not so gifted, a manual of Catholic subject 
headings systematically developed would be an assist- 
ance and a satisfaction greatly appreciated. 

Another matter that will facilitate the management 
of collaboration is the compilation of a style booklet. 
The need of uniformity of entries by the collaborators 
even to identical punctuation seems desirable and nec- 
essary. How much exacting labor would be reduced 
by the issuance of these few pages of instruction! 

How should such an indexer’s decalogue be drawn 
up? By taking the valuable suggestions and ideas of 
the other Wilson guides and using the best features of 
each for the C.P./. style booklet. Of course certain 
modifications will be required because the C.P./. and 
the magazines analyzed therein by their very nature 
stress religion. 

The trials and tribulations of the editor would be 
considerably lessened if the adequate instructions for 
collaborators regarding details of form, etc., are clearly 
and succinctly stated. Just as the newspaper office has 
a style sheet which is followed by the staff presenting 
copy for the press. so here a similar guide is required 
to save work for the editor. The burden and responsi- 
bility for correct entries in the C.P./. should rest on 
those cooperating with the editor. This will relieve 
that nightmare of confusion that generally awaits the 
editor when the collaborators hand in copy. 

Now let us discuss corrections and revisions. The 
work on the four-year permanent volume has advanced 
during the past few months notwithstanding certain 
deficiencies that have been noted by the editor, since 
the publication of the two annual volumes for 1930 and 
1931. She had been instructed to tolerate these im- 
perfections until this unit is completed and then to 
start the new series with the purpose of avoiding simi- 
lar defects in the future. With the limited financial 
resources at our command we are serving no great 
object in exacting revision at the present stage of 
operation. Very few persons except the experts in 
cataloging and indexing could pick out the flaws that 
exist. It requires superior bibliographical training to 
detect the few technical errors concealed in the bulk 


of the excellent work. In fact the average reade: or 
user will be satisfied if the C.P./. performs the ser ice 
of locating the matter sought in this guide. 

The reasons for allowing the so few errors to con- 
tinue is governed by a wise economy. Resettin. is 
expensive and since no important object is servec by 
attempting revision at this time, the chairman thought 
it proper to make the situation known. 

During this transition period, however, it would be 
well to perfect the entire system. When this en: is 
achieved we will be able to proceed with the new 
annual cumulation according to certain definite re- 
quirements and regulations created as a result of these 
deliberations dealing with technical problems. It would 
help the Association and the Board to perform the 
functions effectively if the Editor would specifically 
state the deficiencies that have been met in the com- 
pilation and cumulation of the first series of volumes. 

The action taken by the C.L.A. on the floor of the 
Convention and in Committees on these C.P./. prob- 
lems has been faithfully reported in the January issue 
of the WORLD. This renewal of confidence inspires 
the Editorial Board of the C.P./. to continue its labors 
with greater energy and better results.

OVER FIFTY ATTEND BROOKLYN-LONG 
ISLAND MEETING GN MARCH 23 


Another local meeeting of the Brooklyn-Long Island 
unit of the Catholic Library Association was held on 
Saturday afternoon, March 23 at the Library of Saint 
Angela Hall, Sister M. Natalena, Librarian, presiding 
Brief discussions were given by Mr. Vincent Burr of 
the Franklin Square Agency who showed the saving 
in time and in cost of buying periodicals all at one 
time from one agent; Mr. William Schepp who out- 
lined the advantages of the revised edition of the 
Catholic Builders of America; and Mrs. K. E. Barty 
of Rademaeker’s Bindery, who demonstrated new 
types of rebindings. Brother Thomas of bishop 
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Lou hlin Memorial High School gave a report on the 
mag ‘zines used in the secondary schools of Brooklyn, 
and promised a union list of back copies so that each 
libr ry will know what the other contains. 

The main discussion of the session centered about 
boo selection, with the Reverend John W. Dunn, 
C.\M., of Saint John’s University, as leader. Prescind- 
ing irom the books specifically forbidden by name in 
the Roman Index which offer no difficulty to the Sec- 
ondary School, he declared that the real problem con- 
cerns itself with novels, romances and love stories. 
Selection is not simple and requires the assistance of 
all school instructors so that not all responsibility will 
fall upon the Librarian. Urging that the book selec- 
tion committee should be no more ecclesiastic than the 
Church, no more holy than the Pope, he suggested the 
formation of a board to draw up a standard catalogue 
of books for Catholic High School Libraries. This 


board which could distinguish between good morals 
and good taste, realizing that taste is shifting, is to be 
preferred to an individuaul. 


Lest the proper foundation should be lacking, Sister 
Mary Louise of Bishop McDonnel Memorial High 
School stressed the need for starting a good reading list 
for Elementary Schools and thus work up through the 
school system. She also asked why Catholic periodi- 
cals are not mentioned in the “Ten Outstanding Mag- 
azine Articles” published monthly. Mr. Burr prom- 
ised to take up this point with his agency. 

Various opinions were expressed by Sister Trinidad 
of Saint Saviour’s High School and by many of the 
Librarians present until at last Mr. Gillard of St. 
John’s University suggested that Brooklyn start the 
ball rolling. Dr. FitzGerald thought that a standard 
catalogue of Catholic books came within the province 
of a national or regional meeting. So, instead it was 
decided that a Book Selection Committee for Brooklyn 
be founded with eight members: Father John Dunn 
of St. John’s University; Sister Natalena of St. Angela 
Hall; Sister Charitas of St. Joseph's College for 
Women: Sister Rose Muriel of Brentwood; Brother 
Thomas of Bishop Loughlin Memorial High School, 
and Miss) Marion Rybicki of St. Michael's High 
School: Dr. William A. FitzGerald of Brooklyn Pre- 
paratory, and Mr. Frank Weldon of Cathedral College. 

Resolutions on the passing away of Mrs. John 
O'Loughlin, wife of the Treasurer and Editor of the 
WORLD, and of Father Stinson, member of the Ex- 
ecutive Council, were passed and copies were for- 
warded to Mr. O'Loughlin and to the President of 
Boston College. 

After all were urged by Dr. FitzGerald to attend the 
Regional Conference at Rosemont College in Easter 
week it was decided to have another local meeting on 
May 18 at the home of Mrs. K. Barry. This will 
be in the form of a book binding project. The first 
meeting of the Fall will be held on October 12 at 
Cathedral College. 


LIBRARY HANDBOOK FOR CATHOLIC 
STUDENTS 
Another Milestone in Catholic Library 
Development 

Catholic librarians will enthusiastically hail the pub- 
lication of the Library Handbook For Catholic Stu- 
dents, compiled by William T. O'Rourke, Assistant 
Librarian of Holy Cross College. For years the need 
for such a handbook has been felt. |The Catholic 
librarian has been without a manual which included a 
representative number of Catholic reference works in 
addition to the standard works found in the splendid 
handbooks from which all librarians derive so much 
help. Mr. O'Rourke sensed the need some years ago 
and set himself to the task of compiling a manual in 
which Catholic reference works would be given due 
recognition. He is to be congratulated on the fine job 
which he has done. 

The Library Handbook For Catholic Students 
should be made a textbook in all Catholic institutions 
offering any type of course in “Library Science” or 
“How to Use Books and the Library.” There is a 
mine of information in this book of 184 pages. Its treas- 
ures should be probed and put to use. The Handbook 
will help students in general to get as much as pos- 
sible out of the resources of the library. And, after 
all, that is the librarian’s millennium. The book, pub- 
lished by Bruce of Milwaukee, contains a foreword 
written by the late Father Stinson while he was presi- 
dent of the C.L.A. 

MAKING THE SISTERS LIBRARY-CONSCIOUS 

We mentioned editorially in the October Wortp 
that a diocesan superintendent of schools had_ re- 
quested 130 copies of our monthly for distribution 
to Sisters under his jurisdiction. In keeping with her 
usual enthusiasm, Mother M. Agatha asked us to 
identify this energetic superintendent in order that 
she might commend his zeal. In a recent letter to 
Mother Agatha, the Reverend Superintendent writes: 

Yes, I was the Superintendent, who made distribution of the 
library magazine, and it is only one of the many things that I have 
attempted to make the Sisters in the schools library conscious 
It is a very slow process, because very frequently the leadership 
in our schools is defective from the standpoint of 
educational orientation. They listen attentively, say little, where 
it will count, and go back to their schools and do nothing, except 
perhaps resist the movement in their inadequate interpretation ot it 

At the same time, our graduates are going into the world, and 
are becoming conscious vear after year that from this standpoint 
their education has been shortcircuited, and their loyalty” i 
harmtully affected 

Withal however, I am _ getting 
established in most of our schools, It 
in the convent schools, which a community 
is due to a fact, which I may interpret uncharitably, but I believe 
it is the truth, namely, that the nuns will acquire for the com 
munity but not for the Church, as | think that the schools every 
where belong to the Catholic people, under the direction of the 
proper authorities in the Church. I distinguish between Catholic 
mindedness and Community-mindedness but at the time 
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I do not blame those who have been subjected to a psychological 
and psychic process unconsciously, and which makes them look at 
things and have attitudes towards them such as they do. 

I say these things rather publicly in the hope that all the Sisters 
in the communities will become parochial school minded, and de- 
velop the facilities and equipment, and educational and cultural 
needs of the school more and more from year to year. I cannot 
see why a parochial school, which has been in existence for 
decades, should not have a wonderful school library because we 
have in the personnel of the Church that continuity, which does 
develop traditions, and should so develop the outer accomplish- 
ments of a very high cultural tradition, if they examine their con- 
sciences sufficiently to realize that in that way only will we beget 
a Catholic culture amongst the Catholic people of the United States. 

In a few months, Scott, Foresman & Company will publish 
a revision of my list of library books and materials for elementary 
schools, which you should procure, as it will illustrate what we 
are doing here in matters of this kind. 

I congratulate you on your wonderful efforts and especially in 
the wise method which you have employed in using the library 
institute in the process of developing library mindedness amongst 
large groups of Sisters. I know you will succeed, but you must 
have courage, because the greater the movement the more difficult 
it is to get it launched in the directions of hopes as yet unfulfilled. 

FR. REGNET PLANS A LIBRARY WITHOUT 

WINDOWS AT ST. LOUIS U. 

A library without windows wherein readers may sit 
in a fresh, air-conditioned atmosphere, impervious to 
outside temperatures and noises is the type of build- 
ing planned by Rev. Henry H. Regnet, S.J., librarian 
of St. Louis University. Artificial lighting of never 
varying constancy and air conditioning such as is 
found in modern theatres are scientific advances of 
which Father Regnet hopes to take advantage. Both 
sunlight and varying temperatures have been found 
to be enemies of books. In addition, smoke and dust 
and sulphur dioxide would be entirely eliminated by 
the absence of windows. With an insulated building 
such as Father Regnet plans, constructed with double 
walls having an air chamber between, the noise from 
the streets, especially an important factor in a metro- 
politan district such as the location of St. Louis U., 
would be obviated and another item of comfort pro- 
vided the users of the library.

Mr. Epitor: 

It is my custom to read the LIBRARY WORLD al) 
through, beginning from the first page. So when I ar- 
rived at the end of the February number, I was fully 
in a mood of satisfaction and joy, the right mood to 
find the “Communication” of Sister Anne Catherine, 
C.S.J. Objections of this kind are useful. They help 
to clear up the matter, and are an occasion to set 
things in the right light. 

When stating that St. Peter Canisius “used leg- 
endary matter,” Sister no doubt understands the re-

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liance upon documents or other reports which are now 
considered untrustworthy. But the chief question is 
whether or not St. Peter, while using them, was aware 
of their unhistorical character. It has happened to the 
best and greatest historians, that they relied on records 
which later times showed to deserve no credit. This 
is no disgrace for them, nor does any scholar reproach 
them for it. But that St. Peter should have drawn 
from sources which he knew to be unreliable nobody 
will ever suppose. He acted in good faith, and, let that 
be stated right here, after making all the investiga- 
tions which in his time were possible. 

Whatever legendary material is contained in his 
works is insignificantly little, and it disappears com- 
pletely in the immense amount of the Saint’s literary 
productions. We should remember that the titles alone 
of his works cover fifty quarto pages in the bibliog- 
raphy of his Order (by Sommervogel). 

Nor did he use legendary material as a basis for his 
defense of the doctrines of the Church, except in in- 
finitesimal proportion. Had he done so, the Protest- 
ants would not have feared his publication as they did. 
His defense of the Catholic doctrines was based upon 
Holy Scriptures and Tradition. In one of his works 
which was expressly composed to repel attacks upon 
the veneration of the Mother of God, four thousand 
quotations from the Bible and a thousand from the 
oldest Fathers of the Church have been counted. There 
certainly was not much roont for legendary material. 
That work is still considered by Catholic scholars of 
our own times the best Mariology ever written. An- 
other work of St. Canisius contained no less than 
twelve thousand biblical quotations. His most im- 
portant production, which defends the Catholic doc- 
trine by explaining it, a work which actually won back 
provinces to the Church, and which at the time of his 
death was spread in something like a million copies, 
namely his Catechism, is dexterously woven together 
from Bible texts and utterances of the Church and 
the Fathers of the Church. 

Sister Anne Catherine’s assertion that we cannot 
make St. Peter a patron of the guardians of the fruits 
of scholarship because of his use of fabulous material, 
Was not meant seriously and we do not take it so. It 
would mean that we must reject him because, living as 
he did in the sixteenth century, he did not possess the 
knowledge of the twentieth. 

I should be glad if by this brief exposition I have 
contributed to give some idea of the gigantic literary 
activity of the Saint, which after all was only a part, 
perhaps not more than one-half, of his lifework. No- 
body can estimate the work he performed during forty 
years in the pulpits of churches and cathedrals, in the 
council chambers of Popes and Emperors and bishops 
and princes, in school rooms and confessionals, and 
last not least in catechising the little ones in the 
streets,
